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PREFACE 


The SINGING PERIOD is an attempt to cor- 
relate music and various other subjects taught in the 
classroom. Ethics, health habits, safety habits, 
courtesy, kindness to animals and nature study area 
few of the subjects which: have been linked to the 
life of the child by means of song. 

The rote song and observation song in each key 
should be taught by rote. After this has been done 
the pupils should be encouraged to sing the tune to 
a neutral syllable, the teacher singing one phrase and 
the pupils replying with the next. This may be 
varied by one-half of the class singing a phrase and 
the other half replying with the next. The solfa 
syllables should then be taught by rote, a phrase at 
a time. The pupils will soon discover that the 
phrases which sound the same are spelled the same 
way, i.e., have the same solfa syllables. 


The observation song is then studied, the pupils 
discovering the location of all the doh’s, all the me’s 
and all the soh’s. They are then ready to try the 
reading song on the opposite page. At first the 
pupils will need a little help, but later they should 
not be interrupted by too much teaching. Let them 
think for themselves. :
